yet a different one 
Here, then, is a case in which. broad 
casting’ has given something to the theatre, 
omething new; which the theatre has oeen 
glad to take. And so I firmly. believe: it

Frankly, I do not think the English theatre 
can much’ longer afford to look askance at 
broadcasting when, by breaking new dramatic 
ground and by creating vast new qudiences, 
this newcomer can,do So much fo widen 
scope and appeal.
